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Sen. Pierovich Offers 
Measure To Legalize 
Greyhound Racing

SACRAMENTO, (lp) — A new old 
age pension plan with the backing 
of -AFL-controlled California state 
Federation of Labor was embodied 
in an assembly bill for presentation 
today by Ray Williamson, San Fran- 
cisco Republican. 

Williamson’s bill provides for 
pensions of $50 per month with the 
age limit remaining at 65 years, but 
permits additional income to bring 
the total received up to $60 before 
deductions would be permitted. 

Many administration sponsored 
bills are ready for submission, par- 
ticularly by the state relief admin- 
istration in regard to self-help co- 
operatives and production for use. 

Detailed figures on’ relief to aliens 
and costs of other phases of re- 
lief were introduced to the assembly 
by state relief administrator H. 
Dewey Anderson, in resuonse to a 
resolution requesting the data. The 
report showed that $2,159,000, or 
5.9 per cent of the entire relief load, 
was allotted to an average month- 
ly total of 13,100 aliens during the 
period. from July 1, 1937 to Dec. 1, 
1938. 

Anderson pointed out a_ possible 
future solution to the Mexican alicn 
problem through voluntary repa- 
triation to re-establish Mexicans in 
their native land. Anderson said 
considération is being given such a 


plan proposed by a Mexican plan- | 


ning commission. 

Senator A. L. Pierovich, Jackson, 
estimated the state 
$5,000,000 annually from legalized 
greyhound racing under a pari-mu- 
tuel system outlined in his bill. The 
state would have to “take” of six 
per cent up to $50,000; seven per 
cent between $50.000 and $100,000; 
eight per cent up to $150000; and 
nine per cent over that amount.
